4 Compromise in the Committee—Conject- 
ures as tothe Adjournment of Congress 
—Bids for Augusta’s Building. 


Wasnincton, July 2.—[Special.]—For the 
first time in several weeks, the senate judi- 
ciary committee had a quorum today, and de- 
cided to report on Mr. Fuller’s nomination for 
chief-justice, without recommendation, It 
appears that the agreement was a compromise. 
The democrats at first endeavored to get a fa- 
vorable report, but failed.- Finaily, after 
several propositions had been discussed, both 
sides consented to report without recommend- 
ing either confirmation or rejection. The. 
democratic members of the committee are, of 
course, in favor of confirmation,but in order to 
get the case before the senate as early as possi- 
ble they consented to the best terms they 
could get. Such a report will save the repub- 
licans the necessity of geing into details and of 
stating their objections to the confirmation. It 
is said by democratic senators that the repub- 
lican leaders in the senate mean to make the 
case a political issue, if they can muster all 
their votes; but the democrats do not think 
that the republicans will vote against Mr. 
Fuller. In fact, it is believed Senaiors Cul- 
lom, Farwell, Frye and Stewart will vote for 
luis confirmation, ¢ 

Those republican membersof the judiciary 
committee, who have been opposed to the con- 
firmation of Mr. Fuller,all along.have encoun- 
tered the obstacie of a friendiy feeling for him 
Among their own political associates. Before 
Mr. Fulicr’s name was sent tothe senate the 
president consulted with the two Illinois 
senators. They commended Mr. [Tuller in 
highest terms, and expressed their entire 
willingness to vote for his confirmation. 
After the nomination was made these sena- 
tors and others of the republican side, among 
thei Messrs. Spooner and Frye, accorded to 
Mr. Fuller high character and attainments. 

The democrats of the senate assert that 
they are not apprehensive as to the result, 
They maintain that the republican opposition 
is entirely political. As one prominent 
democratic senator put it: 

“They have not been able to find anything 
against Mr. Fuller. Dhey have searched diii- 
geutly ; have even fallen back upon anonymous 
letters. Their inquiry showed Mr. Fuller to 
be all that his friends have claimed, and their 
only objection is that he isa democrat. , They 
are afraid thatas chief justice he might rip 
the constitution up the back.”’ 

WHEN WILL CONGRESS ADJOURN ? 

Speculation continues rife astowhen con- 
gress will adjourn. I have already given the 
opinion of many democratic representatives on 
this subject, the majority of whom are of the 
opinion that that date will be between the 
middie of August and the first of September. 
Today, Representative Anderson, of Kansas, a 
vepublican, said: 

“Tf I werea betting man, I should name 
some day between the Sth and J5th of Septein- 
ver. The democrats are determined to pass the 
Mills bill in the house, and they wil! do it, 
The talk that the republicans will offer a sub- 
stitute ig sheer nonsense. We could prepare 
no bil] to pass a demvcratic house. Well, then, 
that being the-ease, the only thing for us to do 
is to discuss-the Mills bili.

| THE AIR SHIP. 

Commissioner of Putents Hall, in an opinion 
upon the application of Professor Arthur De- 
Bausset fcr a patent for an air ship, has de- 
cided that the proposed machine cannot be 
built, and if it was built that it would be in- 
capable cf use. ‘‘Under the circumstances,” 
he continues, “even if the novelty were ad- 
mitted, it must be held that a patent must be 
refused, at least until the applicant practically 
demonstrates the operativeness of his device. 
The patent system was never designed to pro- 
tect the chimerical schemes of visionaries. In- 
vention consists in more than the Work of the 
imagination. This applicant has ouly carried 
his conception up to the point where invention 
must begin. The present case deals with ideas 
long exploded, and proposps not a single step 
in advance of what has long been known. jt 
differs from the former schemes only in its 
gigantic proportions.”’ 

The committee on ventilation and acotistics 
of the house recently made a favorable report 
upon this invention, and recommended an ap- 
propriaton of $150,000 to enable the inventor 
to construct his machine. The inventor ap- 
plied for a patent with the result as above 
stated.

THE CRITICISMS UNWARRANTED. 
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Senator Hoar’s Defense of River and Har- 
bor Bills. 


_Wasurncton, July 2.—There were exactly 
eight senators present this morning when the 
session opened atlla.m. The conference re- 
port on the legislative apprepriation bill was 
presented and concurred in. 

The senate bill, explanatory of the act to 
settle certain accounts beiween the United 
States and Mississippi and other states, was 
reported from the committee on public lands 
and placed on the calendar. 

The house joint resolution, extending to the 
states of Flcrida and Lonisiana’ the joint reso- 
lution of the 14th of May, 1588, relAting to the 
disposal of public landsin certain states, was 
reported from the same committee and passed 
with an amendment continuing it in force till 
the adjournment of the present congress in- 
stead of Lill the adjournment of the present 
session, Mr. Piumb, who had charge ofit, stai- 
ing that congress would undoubtedly adjourn 
within a few weeks. 

Alter some time devoted to District of Co- 
lumb a business, the senate took up the river 
and harbor bill, some amendments to which 
had been reserved on Saturday for senarate 
votes.

He had got sick, he said, cf hearing 
senators trying to blacken the character of 
their OWh associates in public life 
by charging that river and  lhar- 
bor bills were made up of miserable bar- 
gains, log-roling and cheating, He had 
taken the most vilitied river and harbor bill 
ever before the publie, had gone over it item 
by item with the reports of the engincers and 
such other facts as he could get, and had 
written a jetter to his constituents. defending 
ihe bill. A newspaper which had joined in 
these attacks, and which he was ashamed to 
say, gotits indorsement froin some senators, 
employed one oi the ablest men on its editorial 
statf to answer his letter and attack him on 
his record, and this writer, after examining 
all documents, reported to his principal that 
Mr. Hoar was entirely right; and he would 
not write the article. It was a vile slander on 
a representative cf the American people, to 
declare that these river and harbor bills, to 
any considerable. extent; to any appreciable 
extent; toany extent amounting to five per 
cent, contained provisions that were not tlor- 
oughly cefensible, or that were not 
demanded by the interests .of international or 
interstate commerce. If this bill contained 
improperitems in any .considerable number

Veterans. of Both Armies Addressed by 
Gevernor Gordon. Who is Enthusias- 
tically Cheered—Other Speakers. 


Getryspore, Pa., July 2.—The day was a 
beautiful one, and the town has been crowded 
with people, a majority of them veterans of 
the war. The earlier part of the day was otcu- 
pied busily enough in holding regimental, bri- 
gade and corps reunions and dedicating memo- 
rials. At half past foura grand processsion 
moved from Centre square and passed out Bal- 
timore street along which the federal troops 
retreated after the bloody fighting of the first 
day, to the National cemetery. Into this it 
turned and swept up Northern avenue to the 
beautiful rostrum. 

First, Colenél Gibson, followed by two 
United States bands followed and then came 
the regular troops, light artillery under Colo- 
nel Livingstone and the cavalry under Major 
Carpenter, marching only as regulars can 
march, when they know the eyes of majdér- 
generals are upon them. A band of sixty 
pieces led the Ninth militia, Colonel] Stevens’s 
New York crack company, and various posts 
came stragching along afterwards, many with 
drum corps, whole making a noise which was 
perhaps only équalled by the awful artillery 
duel twenty-five years ago. Here, within 
hearing of the spot where Lincoln made his 
immortal speech at the dedication o f soldiers’ 
monument November 19, 1863, the exercises. of 
reunion between the blue and gray took place. 
On the rostrum the front row of chairs was oc- 
cupied by General Sickles, Genera! Beaver and 
General Robinson (all with crutches); General 
Gordon, of Georgia, General Graham, General 
Butterfield and Rev: Dr. Valentine, of the 
Scuthern Theological seminary. 

At four minutes after five o’clock General 
Robinson arose, and, in a few brief words, in- 
troduced General Sickles as presiding oflicer, 
who opened the exercises with an eloquent ad- 
dress. 

General Sickles said: 

This assemblage marks an epoch. You are the 
survivors of two greatarmies. Youand your com- 
rades fought here the decisive battle ofa lung and 
evil war. Twenty-five years have passed, and now 
the combstants of 63 come toget:er again on the 
old field of batfle to unite in pledges of love and de- 
votion to one constitution, one unicn and one flag. 
Today there are no victors, no vanquished. As 
Americans we may all claim a common sbare inthe 
glories of this battlefield; memorable for so many 
brilliant features of arms, No stain rests on the 
color of aly battalion, battery or troop that con- 
tended here for victory. Gallant Bufford, who be- 
gan the battic, and brave Pickett, who closed the 
struggle, fitly represent the intrepid hosts that for 
three days rivalied each otherin titles to martial 
renown. Among the hundreds of memorial struct- 
ures on this field, there is not one bearing 
an inscription that wounds the susceptibilities 
of an honorablefind gallant foe. This meeting isan 
historical évént. We dedicate here, on this battie 
field today, an altar sacred to peace and tranquility 
and union,. We sow the seeds of friendship between 
communities and states and populations once hos- 
tile and new reconciled. Weali share in the rich 
harvest renped by the- whole country, north and 
south, east and west, from the new America born on 
this battle field when the republic is consecrated 
her institutions, to liberty and justice. It is some- 
times said that it is- not wise. to perpetuate the 
memories.of civil war, and such was a Koman max- 
im. Lut our civil war was hot a conspiracy against 
rulers; it wasSnot the plot of the soldier to oust a 
rival from power; it was not @ pronunciamento, 
The coofliet of 61-65 was a war of institutions and 
systems and policies. It was a revolution ranking 
inimportente with the French revolution: of the 
eichteentigentury,and with the English reyolu- 
tion of théggventeenth; universalin its benificent 
influenceApon the destinies of this country, and 
ineffacebfasn the footprints it made in the paths of 
our natiepy? progress. The memories of such a war 
are asinyatryictible as ourcivilization. The names 
of Lir~ =. nd Lee and Grant: can never be 
effaced “feaam our annals, The valor and 
fortitnde- and achievements of both armies, 
never surpassed in auy age,- demand a 
record in American history and now that time and 
thought, common sense and common interests, 
heve softened all animosities of war, we may bury 
them forever, whilst we cherish and perpetuate as 
Americans the immortal heritage of honor belong- 
ing to the republiic that became imperishable when 
it became free. The war of ’61-5 was our heroic 
age. It demonstrated tne vitality of republican in- 
stitutions. It illustrated the martial spirit and re- 
sources and genius of the American soldier and 
sailor. It was a war in which sentiments and ideas 
dominated interests. The lavish sacrifice of blood 
and treasure, the unyielding tenacity of 
the combatants, the  constanc and = firm- 
ness of the people of both sides—men and 
women, old and young, rich and poor. signalized in 
great conflict the heroicage of the republic. We 
now see that the obstinacy Of war on both sides 
compelled a settlement of all elements of disunion 
between the north and the south. An earlier peace 
might have been merely a truce, to be followed by 
recurring hostilities. We fought until the furnace 
of war melted all our discordsjand moulded us in one 
homogenecus nation. Let us all be distinctly 
thankful that God has spared to witness and to 
share the biessings bestowed by Providence upon 
our country, and compensation for the countless 
sacrifices made to establish, on a just and firm toun- 
dation, the government of the pee by the people 
and forthe people. For myself Irejoice that lam 
here today to meet:sO many comrades and so many 
foes, and to unite with all ofyou in pledges of friend- 
ship and fraternity. And now] ask you, one and 
+ all, survivors of the blueand the gray, to affirm with 

one voice our upanimous resolve to maintain our 
union, preserve our institutions and defend our 
flag. / 

When Governor Gordon appeared be- 
fore the great crowd that filled the vast lawn 
before the rostrum, the cheers and hurrahs 
were almost deafening, and throughout his 
speech he was interrupted by cries of ‘‘Good!’’ 
‘Tfurrah!’’ and other expressions of pleasure 

>and approval, such as must have been flatter- 
ing in the extreme to Georgia’s chief execu- 
tive. He said: 

Mr. President and Fellow-soldiers: I greet you 
today with far less trepidation and infinitely more 
pleasnre than in theearly days of July, 1863, when 
i last met you at Gettysburg. I came then, as now 
to meet the soldiers of the unionarmy. It would 
be useless to attempt ttterance of the thoughts 
which now thrill my spirit. The temptation is to 
draw a contrast between the scenes which then 
were witnessed and those which greet us here to- 
night; to speak of men with whom I then marched 
and of those whom we mei; of those who have sur- 


who here fought and fell; of the contrast made by 
this mass of manly cordiality and good fellowship 
with long lines of dusty uniiorms which then stooc 
in battle array beneath bristling bayonets and 
spread ensigns, moving in awful silence and with 
sullen tread to grapple each other in deadly con- 
flict, I would speak of all these and of the motives 
which impelled each of the swaying tides ofthe 
three days’ battles; of the final federal victory, and 
of its preponderating influence in turning the 
scales of war. 

The nature of the pleasing duty assigned me for- 
bids this. There is, however, one suggestion which 
denominates my thought at this hour to ‘present, 
which I ask bricf indulgence. Of all martial vir- 
tues the ove which is perhaps more characteristic of 
the truly brave is the virtue of magnanimity. 

‘‘My fairest earldom would I give

They served 
in the army of northern Virginia, and we served, 
forthe most part, in the army of the Potomac, our 
deadly shots were aimedat each other in many 
battles of the warin which these two armies con- 
fronted each other. Did that facet, think you, 
obliterate the love which those sisters bore to each 
other, orthat which animated their sons? Nay, 
verily. On our side the war was one 
of principles, of abstract ideas largely. On 
your side, we admit with | your 
views, of what was to be expected in the future, 
your pas rights and private interests were 
directly involved, and hence the more intense feel- 
ing and ardor which you displayed. You, as 
honorable men, have stood by and are bound to 
Stand by the decision. We, a3 honorable men, 
are bound to see to it that that 
decision is respected and that you 
shall not be called upon toadmit moreor to prom- 
ise more, thanis invo.ved in the Cecision, Upon 
this platform we- meet here today; upon this plat- 
form we stand as citizens of common country. In 
standing upoa it we claim no Superiority over you; 
you admit no inferiority to us. 

General Sickles then read the following tele- 
gram from Mrs. General Pickett: 

To the Chairman of Committee, Gettysburg Re- 
union, Gettysburg, Pa.: WhenlI accepted the sug- 
gestions of kind friends that my ptesemce would 
serve asalinkinthe chain of unity between the 
section broken by civil war, I was ready and most 
willing tomakeany sacrifice to contribute to the 
perfect union of the survivors of the blue and the 
gray upon & field consecrated by the blending of 
blood of the bravest men ever upon God’s foctstoo!, 
but knowing that the wings of sweet peace are in 
unity bending sothat no single person ean bind 
them more closely, and the condition of my health 
admonishing quiet, I tender thanks and God's 
blessing instead of my presence. 

Mrs. GForGE F, Pickxrtr, Virginia, 

Captain McCabe, of Virginia, who was to 
have responded to Governor Beaver in behalf 
of the southern men, was, owing to railroad 
delay, unable to be present, and General 
Hooker, of Mississippi, took his place. Al- 
though he — exteimporaneously, his effort 
was aspiendid one. He said in substance that 
he did not come here to say anything, but he 
had been moved by the generous spirit which 
extended the invitation to the soldiers of the 
gray to eet those of the blue on this occcas- 
ion. When they laid down their arms 
with Lee they did it in good faith and came 
back in the union to serve it. He did not 
know a man who wore the gray who did Yiot 
rejoice that these monuments wer® Being 
erected to the gallant union men who fell here. 
And as long as memory holds its sway the 
heroes of battle fields will start inte our minds 
and their utterances as they fell will ring 
through our ears. 

While the applause was still going on Gen- 
eral Longstreet came quietly on the stand and 
after shaking hands with Generals Sickles and 
Gordon, took a seat near the latfér. General 
Sickles then, in a few fitting remarks, intro- 
duced the venerable war governor of Pennsyl- 
vania, Andrew G. Curtin. General Curtin 
walked feebly to the rail which runs along the 
edge of the rostrum. His short talk con- 
vulsed the crowd with laughter. After Gen- 
eral Curtin General Longstreet 
spoke a few short sentences and 
then General Slocum, of the 12th corps, 
addressed the audience fora short time. Gen- 
eral Curtis, commanderof G. A. R., of New 
York, followed and Rey. Dr. Valentine closed 
the exercises with a benediction. Immediately 
the crowd broke up and amused itself in 
strolling over the graves, readin the head- 
stones and gazing upon “the beautiful monu- 
ments. To-night there is no programme of 
the army of the Potomacand the streets are 
filled with people. 

To-morrow tbe final evercises of the re- 
union of the army of the Potomac will be held 
at 3 o’clock, in the National cemetery, where 
George William Curtis will deliver an oration 
and George Parsons Lathrop will read a poem. 
Among the many noted persons, besides those 
already mentioned, who were on the rostrum 
were General Colgrove, General Barnum, 
General Robinson, of Ohio, General Berdan, 
General G.H. Sharpe, General Bankhead, 
Major Clous, Jadge advocate general of the 
army, and General 8. W. Crawford, who 
commanded the Pennsylvania reserves in [this 
battle. The following telegram was received 
by General eres to-night.

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THE GREAT LOCKOUT. 
The Iron bigar ao Have Nothing: 


SQUABBLE OVER THE WAGES SCALE. 


Talxs With Managers of the Great Iron 
Mil.s—The Lockout Will Probably 
Last Two Months. 


PrrrspurG, July 2.—Two more signatures 
to the amalgamated steel scale were reported 
this morning. They were the Laughlin Iron 
company, of Leechburg, Pa., and the Findley 
Iron company, of Findley, Ohio. This news 
was the occasion of considerable rojoici 
about the workinen’s headquarters, bab aeemede 
ing to the manufacturers, the action of these 
tirms was discounted before the lockout begun. 
The shut down does not affect every workman 
in and around the mills as has been r 

Many of those departments that are not gov- 
erned by the amalgamated association scale 
will continue in operation. Jones & Laughe 
lin’s employ four thousand men at the Ameri 
can Iron works, but only about two thousand 
of them are affected, others are employed im 
machine shops and other departments of the 
mill, They will continue work as long as 

have iron, and, if trade will warrant, an eff. 
will be made to purchase material in the east. 

The pipe mill of A. M. Byers & Co. will alse 
continue in operation, although their rolling — 
mill is closed. About five hundred men are 
employed here, or about two-thirds of the ene 
tire number. 

In an interview today, B. F. Jones, of Jonee 
& Laughlin, reiterated the statement that the 
manufactures would not start their works om 
any other terms than haye: been submitted te 
the men. Said he: 

“At our mills we will continue to operate 
the machine shops until the stock of iron is 
exhausted, when, if the trade will warrant, we 
will purchase iron abroad. -All eastern milis 
are in operation and the price of bar iron is 
$1.50 per ton less than is demanded by the 
amalgamated association. We merely offered 
them the same wages as were paid in 1886-87, 
when the price of bar iron was higher than it 
is at present. Some of the men geem to 
believe that a two month’s shut down’ will no€é 
affect them, as they will make in ten months 
what would be made in twelve. This is not the 
case, as eastern firms wil] supply the trade in 
the west that could be supplied by western 
mills if the men accent the manufacturers 
scale. I do not care to make an estimate, but 
I think fully $20,000 in wages alone will be 
lost in Pittsburg every day during thé strike, 
A great deal of money that might be earned 
hore in Pittsburg will go east.”’ 

A telegram from Youngstown says there is ne 
change in the situation at the mills here, all 
being idle and many employee are leaving te 
enjoy. the vacation elsewhere. : 

At the sheet mills of Summers & Co., one 
of the firm said this morning that they would 
ay the scale prices, and employeé }were will- 
ing to resume wotk on Thursday morning, if 
there was no interference from officers of 
amalgamated association. The company has 
never signed the scale although paying scale 
wages. The lockout here is more complete 
than was expected: All the mills,«but few 
non-union concerns, and the machine shops of 
Jones & Laughlin are shut down. The 
works of Oliver Bros. and 
Phillips, who signed the scale, 
are also slut down, but operations will be ree 
sumed in a few days. The ironworkers ex- 
plain the pawn suspension by saying many 
of the mil/s have closed for repairs, and point 
tothe firms signing the scale as an evidence 
that it is only a question of a comparatively 
short time until others will follow their exam- 
ple. ; 
There is intense interest as fo what Can 
negie, Phillips & Co, will dg@® A'l of their 
works are put down today, and neo seale has 
been signed by the firm, It is probable that 
representatives of the firm will have a confer 
ence with the amalgamated officials and ree 
duction, especially at the Homestead steel 
works. will be imsisted on.

Professor Slecut asked permission 
of council to make a few remarks and resented 
sharply the action of council, in bringing his 
wife’s name into the public meeting, and de- 
clared the charge of Councilman O’Connor 
entirely falso in every particular. Mr, O’Con- 
nor siarted toward him, but both gentlemen 
were called to order and peremptorily directed 
to take their seats by Mayor May. 
When the mecting adjourned, Professor 
Shecut and Councilman O’Connor met 
outside, and after a few hasty words, began 
striking at each other with their canes. Licu- 
tenant Hood, of the police foree, who had 
heard ‘the altercation in the council chamber, 
anticipated a difliculty, and followed them out. 
He rushed between them and received the in- 
jurics in the difficulty, getting asevere blow 
across the hand from Counci}man O’Connor’s 
cane. Both were required to pledge them- 
selves to keep the peace. The affair created 
quite.a sensation, and the defeat of Professor 
Shecut, after his long connection with the 
school, is generally regretted.

Detective Shackleford’s Strange 
: Story. 


A Woman Accused of Arson, and Attempts 
to Commit Suicide—The Partica- 
lars of the Affair in Detail. 


Macon, Ga., July 2.—[Special.j—G. W. 
Shackelford, manager of the Central Georgia 
Detective agency, of this place, has just re- 
turned from anjimportant trip to Anderson, 8. 
C. Some time ago there were a number of in- 
cendiary fires at that place, and their city 
council sent for him to work up the cases. 
a result of this investigation warrants were 
sworn out for Mts. Mollie E. Kease, a lady of 
good standing, and. proprietress of the Keese 
house of that place. A: preliminary. hearing 
took place on June 23d. The first charge 
against. her being that of setting fire to the 
stable of L. H’. Seels.. The hearing occupied 
all Saturday evening; and that. night.the court 
adjourned until Monday morning, Mrs. Keese 
being allowed to depart with. her brother. 

In the meantime a detective of the Pinkerton 
agency, in the employ of the lady’s relatives, 
was working up evidence for the defense. 
Shackleford, the Macon. detective, shadowed 
him, and afterward took out a warrant. for his 
arrest, charging him with attempting. to bribe 
witnesses. Monday’s session-of: court opened 
by the testimony of several witnesses who tes- 
tified as to tracks, kindling wood, etc., seen 
around the stable, which made things look 
rather dark for Mrs. Keese, and now. comes 
the strange part of the tale. Tuesday morn- 
ing, about six o’clock, Mrs. Keese disappeared 
from her home, and after a long search was 
found a mile away lying down in a branch. 
When spoken to her replies were strange, and 
she appeared to be crazy in every respect. 
She was taken home and put to bed, and since 
then has not been abie to attend her trial, 
which was necessarily postponed. 

Detective Shacklewood arrived home this 
.morning, but tonight received a telegram to 
return on the first}train. He lef for Anderson, 
and the result of this queer case is awaited 
with much interest. 


A SENSATIONAL CASE. 


The Determined Effort of a Wife to Kill 
lier Husband. 

CoLumsra, S. C., July 2.—[Special. }~A sen- 
sational family affair has just come to light in 
Little Rock, Horry county. Several months 
azo Miss Winnie Lancaster, a handsome young 
womatl about 25 years old, and one of the 
leaders. in the society of the place, married W. 
T. Vereen, a wealthy widower, sixty-odd years 
old, with five children.. They lived together 
seomingly very happy for abouta month, but 
about that time the young wife discovered that 
her husband was too old for her, and that she 
did notlove him. Shetold her friends that 
she was very much dissatisfied with 
her cendition. On Tuesday  morn- 
ing last the young wife prepared, as was 
her custom, a toddy for Mr. Vereen. He gave 
two of his boys some of the drink, and then 
took the remainder himself. In a few min- 
utes the boys were taken violently ill, and 
soon ‘gfter their father was prostrated. A 
physicfan found Vereen apparently dead, but 
he succeeded in restoring him to conseious- 
ness. The physician examined the bottle 
from which Mrs. Vereen had preparedl the 
toddy, and found that it contained a mixture 
of whisky and chloroform. Mrs. Vereen ad- 
mitted having administered the drug with the 
intention of kiliing her husband. She then 
seized a knife and attempted to cut her throat, 
but was prevented. After that when alone 
she took a large dose of landanum, and came 
very neardying. Subsequently Mrs. Vereen 
made two attempts on her husband’s life, al- 
though he forgave her the first time. In the 
medicine given him to counteract the effect of 
the chloroform she gave him pounded glass. 
Vereen is now expected to die, in conse- 
quence of the quantity of pounded 
swallowed wastuiatoar: He wonld still have 
prevented the arrest of his wife, but he could 
not prevent it, and she is now in jail awaiting 
his death. é

In order to protect our Virginia waters from depre- 
dations ot Maryland and other foreign oystermen, 
as well as to carry oul, among our citizens, our laws 
bearing upon such subjects, we keep constantly em- 
ployed one steamer;.one gunboat and two sailing 
vessels. I do not see any way tbat I can 
keep Virginia ve‘selsin Virginia waters, but Ido 
hope you will have their crews arrested: and tried 
by your laws when caught depredatinginthe waters 
ot our state. If North Carolina possesses no oyster 
navy could you not temporarilyorganjzeone or two 
gunboats and capture the offenders and thereby 
make an example of them.

Atianta Banks Are Losers—

GONE TO CANADA.

That is the legend which some wag pasted 
on the rear door of the North fide Savings 


bank. 

It was a joke, and possibly unfounded, but 
everybody who saw it, echoed ‘Gone to Can- 
ada,’ and almost-everybody who said it be-, 
licved what he eaid. 

And thereby hangs a tale—and an interest- 


ing one. 

C. C. Nelson, president, secretary and treas- 
urer, cashier and teller of the North Side Say- 
ings bank has disappeared. 

Several Atianta banks, and a good many dc- 
positors in the North Side bank are moufning 
his departure, and are very anxious to have 
him return. 

‘That disappearance was yesterday’s sensa- 
tion in Atlanta. | 
WHO NE Is, 

One year ago last April Mr. Nelson opened 
the Northside Savings bank,and, in addition, 
carried on a brokerage business, loaning money 
on collaterals and discounting notes. The tes- 
timony of persons who have any knowledge of 
his busin¢ss is all to the effect that he was suc- 
cessful and made money, his profits during the 
past year having averaged over three hundred 
dollars per month. 

He is well-known in Atlanta, having come 
here about six years ago, and was ‘engaged in 
business of various kinds up to the time of his 
establishment of the Northside Savings bank, 
and was generally considered an honorable 
man, shrewd and successful in all his business 
transactions. 

Mr. Nelson married about four years ago to 
Miss Julia O’Keefe, daughter of Mrs. Sallie 
O’ Keefe, who resides at 122 South Pryor street. 

At the time he opened the North Side Sav- 
ings bank he engaged as his bookkeeper Mr. 
Pat Anderson, who has remained in his employ 
ever since, and Mr. Anderson was the most 
gurprised man in Atlanta yesterday. 

The histo f Mr. Nelson’s movements dur- 
ing the vast eo weeks were not such as to 
grouse any suspicion, but yesterday's discov- 
eries will lead to the belief that he was desir- 
ous of going out of the banking business, at 

Jeast as far as Atlanta is concerned. 
Two weeks ago last Friday, Mr. Neison went 
+o Tallulah Falls for rest and recreation, his 
HEALTH HAVING BEEN BAD 
for some months. He was accompanied by his 
wife. Mr. Nelson remained but a few days at 
the falls, and, leaving his wife there, returned 
to Atlanta. He went to Tallulah on a visit to 
Mrs. Nelson one weck ago Saturday, remain- 
ing over Sunday. 

One week ago today Mr. Nelson was taken 
very ill witha bronchial affection and was 
confined to his bed, his life being at one time 
considered in danger. His mother-in-law, 
Mrs. ©O’Keefe, at whese house Mr. Nelson 
lived, nursed him through his illness and ad- 
vised him at the time io give up his business, 
as it was slowly killing hin. 

He recovered, however, andon Friday last 
was at the bank as usual, andasit now ap- 
pears did a rushing business for two days. 

HIS NEW YORK ACCOUNT. 

Mr. Nelson had an account with the Chass 
National bank, his deposit being, at one time, 
quite large; but he had checked this out very 
recently and without any regard for business 
methods, to say the least, continued to write 
checks against this bank. He gave several 
Atlanta banksan opportunity of purchasing 
these demands to pay,and some of them very 
kindly did so. This all had a tendency to swe!] 
Mr. Nelson’s personal wealth, and the banks 
have only worthless paperas souvenirs of his 
residence in Atlanta. This phase of Mr. Nel- 
son’s business culminaied on Saturday, and he 

left the city that night. 

About 5 o’clock Saturday evening he told 
his book-keeper, Mr. Anderson, that he might 

o home, and that he would close up the 

yusiness. This is one promise that he fulfilled 
to the strictest meaning of the word. Of cource 
Mr. Anderson availed himselfof the oppor- 
tunity for a Saturday evening rest and left the 

ank. He did not return until yesterday 
morning, about 7:50 o’cleck. 
HIS MOVEMENTS SATURDAY NIGHT. 

Of Mr. Nelson’s movements after he closed 
the bank on Saturday there is a very good 
record. 

He filied a valise with such little incidentals 
as $800 in silver, about 35,000 in currency 
which was on depositin the bank and more 
wat-hes and diamonds then he will use in a 
lifetime. In addition to these frifies it is esti- 
mated that he packed up about $20,000, which 
he had obtained in the course of business, this 
amount probably covering his queer transac- 
tions with the banks on I‘riday and Saturday. 

This assortment of assets made the valise 
that Mr. Nelson carried with him very heavy, 
and he had his porter, a colored man named 
Joe Broadenaxe, carry it for him. The porter 
said the valise must have weighed at loast one 
hundred and twenty pounds. 

Mr. Nelson went to his home on South 
Pryor street, and chatted pleasantly with the 
family, telling them of his intention to leave 
that evening to spend Sunday either, at Mt. 
Airy or Salt Springs. IHlis physician had ad- 
vised him, he said, not to visit Talinlah falls 
on account of his lungs, and he decided to try 
one of the two places named. 

Diligent inquiry about the hotels at those 
resorts has so far failed to yield any clew as to 
his whereabouts. 

Before leaving Mr. Nelson transferred his 
valuables from the valise he had brought from 
the bank, packing them in two small valises 
which he had purchased at Mr. Foote’s trunk 
factory during the week, and, bidding Mrs. 
O’ Keefe good-bye, started for the depot. 

HE WAS WAM. 

The exertion of carrying his baggage to the 
depot made him rather warm. His collar was 
limp and wiited, and his shirt was very mois®. 
An acquaintance who met him atthe Mark- 
ham house, where he went to await the de- 
parture of his train,spoke to him about his 
appearance. He excused it by stating that he 
had walked rapidly and his baggage was 
heavy. This was one of the laststatements to 
his credit in Atianta. Injresponse to an inquiry 
as to where he was going, Mr. Nelson. stated 
that he was not going anywhere, but 
hac come to the depot to meet some lady 
friends who-were coming to Atlanta on a late 
train. This conversation tock place a few 
minutes before 11 o’clock, and is the last that 
there is any record of in Atlanta. His friend 
bid him good night and Mr. Nelson disappear- 
ed, the 11:15 trainon the Western and Atlantic 
carrying him out of the city. The rest is guess 
Work. 

The Discovery. 

The first known of Mr. Nelson’s departure 
was about 7:30 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when Mr. Anderson, the bookkeeper, went to 
the bank toopen up for the day’s business 
But it was

Mr. Anderson opened the vault and safe and 

saw the void which Mr. Nelson had left 

him. Hewmade up his mind that there was 
something wrong. Mr. Anderson is a bright 
young manand he was not Iongin deciding 
upon the proper — for him to do.

Nelson had not paid him his salary for the 

the month of June he promptly sued cut an 

attachment onthe safe and fixtures, which 

Mr. Nelson had probably leit tor some such 

purpose. Bad news travels more rapidiy than 

anything uncer the sun, and it was but a short 
time until Nelson’s flight was the talk of the 
town. : 

Then the wires were brought into service. and

A. L. Deikin & Co. have a memorandum to 
the effect that Mr. Nelson has a watch, valued 
at 2100, which-he wasintending to sell. He 
may have done so, but Delkin & Co. have 
nothing but the memorandum to show for it. 

Abe Fry has a little memorandam which 
charges Mr. Nelson with a $360 pair of diamond 
eardrops. Mr. Nelsonstated that Judge Bran- 
ham. of Rome, wanted to buy a pair of dia- 
mond earrings, and he has probably gone to see 
him about it, 7 fa 

THE DEPOSITORS. 

It seems that Mr. Nelson had not built up a 
very large line of depositors and the amount 
of loss in each case is small. 

There were about a dozen business mén and 
firms who had accounts there, the total 
amount on deposit and subject to check on 
Saturday night being about $5,000. Among 
the heaviest losers, outside of the banks, is 
Mr. Wm. W. Anderson, father of Pat Ander- 
son, the bookkeeper, who is in the grocery 
business at 147 West Peters streets. Mr. 
Anderson had between $400 and $500 on de- 
posit, with only one check out.. This check 
was for $75.04, and had been givento City 
Clerk Goldsmith in payment of. city taxes, on 
Friday last. The check was not presented be- 
fore Monday, and it is now enioying a holiday. 

Many of the deposits were for very small 
amounts, but they were made by people who 
will greatly miss their hard-earned money. It 
is understood that the heaviest depositor had 
about $800 to his credit. 

Scenes at the Bank. 

Soon after it became known that Nelson was 
missing, the vicinity of the bank was thronged 
by people, some of whom had a financial in- 
terest in the affair. Others there were simply 
spectators and eager listeners to the gossip 
atioat. 

There was nothing of an exciting nature, 
but many ‘‘I told you so’s,’”’ and “‘Il always was 
suspicious of him,’’ could be heard. Mr. O. F. 
Miller, a depositor, and the Merchants bank 
filed attachments, and after telling all he 
knew about the affair Mr. Pat Anderson closed 
the doors and went home. , 

WANTED TO BE KICKED. 

The little group of men who said they wore 
depositors in the North Side bank stood in 
front of the big window. 

‘“T wish one of you fellows would take me 
out in the middle of the street and kick me 
good and hard,” said one. 

“Whatachump I am. Do you sec that 
sign? ‘North Side Savings bank pays interest 
on deposits!’”’ Not a word about returning 
the principal. Oh, why didn’t Isee that be- 
fore.”’ 

His companions condoled with him. 

The News at His Home, 

Yesterday afternoon a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter called at Mr. Nelson’s home, on Pryor 
street, and was received by Mrs. O’Keefe. She 
had heard the rumors of Mr. Neison’s flight, 
and had visited the bank early in the day. 
After telegraphing to her daughter, Mrs. Nel- 
son, who was at Tallulah Falls, to come home 
at once, she returned to herhome. , 

In reply to the reporter’s question as to what 
she thought of the affair, Mrs. O’Keefe said: 

“Ido not know what to think aboutit. I 
cannot believe that Mr. Nelson has done any- 
thing dishonorable. He was a kind and good 
hearted man, and I do not belicve that he has 
stolen anything.”’ ; 

Mrs. O’KKeefe then told in detail what she 
knew about Mr. Nelson’s affairs, and referred 
to his statement, made on Saturday evening, 
about going to Salt Springs or Mount Airy. 
She expressed her belicf that he was probably 
ill at one of those places. 

Mrs. O’ Keefe could throw no light — the 
affair beyond the facts already given, but was 
confident that her daughter, who would return 
in the evening, would be able to explain the 
matter in some way, as she had probably -re 
ceived a letter from Mr. Nelscn. 

MRS. NELSON’S RETURN. 

Mrs. Nelson returned from Talluiah Falle-on 
the Richmond and Danvill 9:40 train, and a 
few minutes after was seen by a reporter. She 
was very emphatic in her belief that her hus- 
band had done nothing wrong, and stated that 
she had received a delayed letter, dated Satur- 
day, from Mr. Nelson, in which he asked her 
to return at once, as he needed her. 

Mrs. Nelson has the combination to the 
money chest in the safe at the bank, and was 
anxious to open it last night, to.see what at 
contained. This was impossible, because the 
property was under attachment. While sho 
still believes that her husband is not guilty of 
any wrong-doing, she states that it is her in- 
tention to 

MAKE GOOD ALL LOSSES, 
as. far as possible, should her husband be- 
proven a defaulter. 
Very Thoughtful, 

Mr, Nelson was evidently a peculiar man, 
but he was thoughtful. Yesterday evening. 
Mr. Wm. W. Anderson, who had trusted Mr, 
Nelson with about-$500, reeciyed a letter from 
his banker, containing a mortgage on his car- 
riage and horses. ‘This mortgage had been 
made out on Friday, and was sworn to before 
Mr. W.M. Scott. Mr. Seott doubtless just 
witnessed the signature without noticing what 
ihe paper was. 

The envelope containing this letter was 
postmarked with a railway mail agent’s 
stamp and beyond the words—‘night line,”’ 
which show it to have been mailed on a night 
train, there is no clew as to the point where it 
was mailed. This was probably one of Mr, Nel- 
son’s little peculiarities, but it will be appre- 

‘iated by Mr. Anderson. ;

Mr. Nelson was a stockholder in this com- 
pany, but his hasty departure will make no 
difference tothem. Their business will pro 
ceed as usual, and rumors to the eifect that 
Mr. Nelson has gone to Canada in the interest 
ofthe Catarrh Cure, are probably without 
foundation. 

About Mr. Nelson. 

Tho late president of the North Side Savings 
bank has had a somewhat checkered career. 

He is a native of Canada, having been born: 
at Hamilton, Ontario, and was about fifty 
years of age. He is reported as having been a 
bank wrecker in tat country, though this 
story is not well verified. He has sold light- 
ning rods in Indiana, peddled books and maps, 
and otherwise made himself useful previous to 
his last venture in Atlanta. The following 
description may serve to identify him: 

Six feet, one hundred and ninety pounds, full 
biack beard, limps a little, carries cane, black hair, 
black eyes, has small bald spot-on head over right 
ear, age forty-nine, complexion dark. He is afflicted 
with asthma, and it is noticeable in his conversation

A Pretty Little Fight. 

Mr. Amorous stated that James F. Lynch 
nad applied for a license to seli beer at No. 
147 Smith street, and the police committee 
had made a favorable report on his applica- 
tion. He thought it proper, howeyer, to state 
that a petition had been sent to the committee, 
signed by residents of that part of the city, 
who asked the council to refuse Mr. Lynch’s 
application. One of the signers of the protest 
—Mr. Smith—was present and desired to say 
a few words to the council. 

The rules were suspended so that Mr. Smith 
could be heard. Mr. Smith said that, owing 
to a misunderstanding as to the time when the 
police committee held its moeting, the peti- 
tion waswot presented to it; that he and the 
others who signed it had becn under the im- 
pression that the mecting was to take place 
Friday night. ‘‘The petition,’’ he continued, ‘‘is 
now before the general council. It contains 
the signatures of the most respeciable citizens 
of the locality where the applicant proposes to 
open his beer saloon. To open such a saloon 
would be objectionable to us. Our_people out 
there do not wantit. Of course, ther@imay be 
a few—just asthere are in other parts*of the 
city—who would like to have it, but I tell you 
the mass of our people out there do not want 


‘ft. Lhope the council will not violate the 


known wishes of our people and force this 
thing upon them. It will bea nuisance. This 
is not a business section of the city; itis a resi- 
dence iocality. We protest against the grant- 
ing of this license.” 

Mr. Woodward said that when the police 
committee was considering the application it 
jad no notice of the petition. 

‘*T shall oppose the granting of this license,”- 
remarked Mr. Boynton. ‘‘Isee no reason why 
we should permit a beer saloon to be started in 
the face of the earnest protests of the residents 
of that neighborhood.”’ 

“*T, too,’’ said Mr. Haas, ‘‘shal] vote against 
this license. It would be an 
outrage to force this beer saloon 
upon the people when they petition us not to 
grant the license. I do not believe in over- 
riding the well ascertained wishes of the peo- 
ple. As has been said, this is a resident sec- 
tion of the city; itis not a business locality, 
‘and there is no necessity forthe starting ofa 
beer saloon here. We should not forget that 
when we came into power we made certain 

ledges about this liquor business; we prom- 
ised to confine it to the business streets and 
not allow it to invade the residence streets. 
The respectable citizens of that part of Atlanta 
have sent in an earnest protest, and I, for one, 
shall respect it. There are churches and 
schools in that neighborhood, and it will be an 
outrage for us to allow one to open a beer sa- 
loon there. These are my views.” 

Mr. Amorous: ‘‘I shall vote for the license, 
and I will give my reasons forsodoing. Itis 
true that in the neighborhood, where it is pro- 
posed to establish this beer saloon, are 
churches and schools. I know that. The 
place in which it is proposed to open a beer 
saioon is now runasarestaurant. I am in- 
formed that it is a great annoyance to the peo- 
ple every Sunday. They find the place full of 

vcople and the pavement is blocked with 
et 0 Now, if we grant this license, the 
Jaw will compel the proprietor to close the 
place every Sunday, and in that way we will 
abate the nuisance. This is my argument in 
favor of the license.”’ 

This piece of reasoning did not strike the 


‘members with much force. 


Mr. Haas asked for the yeas and nays, 

Before the vote was taken, Mr. Moran said: 
‘The license asked for is for what seems to be 
a residence locality in the second ward. As l 
am one of the inembers from that ward I feél 
that I would be held responsible by my con- 
stituents if, by my yote, a saloon should be lo- 
cated in aresidence community. Igam not ac- 
quainted with the locality, and wish time in 
which to visit it, and decide for myself as to 
whether the license should be granted. JI ask 
for postponement, as a right, belonging to a 
councilman whose ward is interested.’’ Mr. 
Moran moved that the matter be deferred un- 
til next meeting, which motion prevailed. 

Thus ended what promised to bea pretty 
fight. It was ascertained that had a vote been 
taken, ten members would have voted against 
the license and five would have favored it. 

The City Assessor Elected. 

Mr. Haas moved that an election of city 
assessor be gone into, and his motion was 
adopted, 

‘Nominations are in order,’ said Mayor 
Cooper. 

Mr. Haas: “Itis my opinion, gentlemen, 
that we should select the very best man to fill 
this important place, For the past seven years 
Mr. T. A. Malone has discharged the duties of 
this office in a thoroughly satisfactory manner. 
It is right, thorefore, that he should be retained 
in his present position, and I nominate him.” 

“T nominate Mr. Charlies Keith,’”’ said Mr. 
Beutell, a 

‘‘And I nominate Mr. W. <A. Fuller,” said 
Mr. Morris. : 

On motion, the nominations were closed. 

The roll was called, and the first ballot re- 


. sulted as follows: 


Mr. Collier voted for Malone and the follow- 
ing members voted the same way: Hemphill, 
Mecastin, Haas, Moran, Allen, Woodward and 
Amorous. 

Those who voted for Keith were: Boynton, 
Welson and Morris. 

Those who voted for Fuller were: Howell, 
Tanner, Stephens, Beutell and Thompson. 

The result was announced: Malone, 8 ; Keith, 
8; Faller, 5. 

It required nine to elect, so there was no 
election. 

The second ballot resulted as foliows: 

For Malone— Messrs. Collier,Mecaslin, Haas, 
Moran, Allen; Woodward, Rice, Amorous—8. 

For Keith— Messrs. Hemphill. Howell, Tan- 
ner, Stephens, Boynton, Nelson, Morris and 
Beutell—s. 

“IT yote for Mr. Keith,” remarked Mayor

That settled it. Mr. Keith was elected to 

serve two years at a salary of $100 a month.
